“The people just hate us, 
and what in the world Amer 
ica is doing in here I will 
never know — the whole 
dam country is not worth 
one American life, They can 
fight us for years the way 
our boys have to fight them 
now. Last night the Marines 
told us to stay in camp as 
they would shoot anything 
that moved. The Marines 
shot up one of our trucks in 
Saigon tho the Viet Cong 


Bg and come They say at 
home we are sport of ammo; 
if you could hear some of 
these battles, you wouldn't 
think so.” 

“The weather here is not 
too bad; it is some hotter 
than Florida. The rains 
have begun and they say it 
rains about 130 inches per 
year. 

“When I went to work at 
night, the boss told me he 
had asked for an armed 
guard, but they told him the 
Viet Congs would just kill 
them. I asked him “What in 
the hell I was doing out 
there then?’ 

“Just before 7 a. m. this 
morning we started to work 
and when we got to the Mar 
ine base the office was lock 
ed; so we started back to 
the truck. All hell broke 


loose right next to us, about 
500 feet away. We made a 
run for the truck and lit out 
for camp where we could 
hear the machine guns be- 
hind us. Then the big ones. 
The planes started dropping 
bombs and rockets. It was 
hell of a sensation standing 
watching them and knowing 
people were dying by the 
hundreds. The roads were 
full of women, children and 
men as we came by. The 
English BBC of Australia 
said 1,000 were killed yes- 
terday and a- thousand 
wounded. There wéfe plèn- 
ty today. A plane which 
bombed the marines was 
fired on by the Maripes. 
‘The plane said it was all a 
mistake, as he was aiming 
at a 50 caliber gun the Viet- 
namese had under one of 
our pile drivers, 

“I guess we are in for it, 
as they all hate us. Which- 
ever one wins will accuse us 
of helping the other side. 
The other side will be mad 
because we did not help 
them; so both sides will hate 
us whichever way it goes.” 

“I am going to see
